preceding administration.

oly," and marched to the government 
palace to register a formal protest 
against the Pacific Docking company 
and an American concern which, in 
January last, inaugurated here the 
most modern meat packing plant In 
Mexico. A committee was sent to 
confer .with the provisional jjovernjftr. 
and a demand for the abrogation of 
the concession under which the plant 
•was built was mac'e.

Appeal to their reason, 
their sense of honor. Let them feel that they can help bring about a better 
Fourth, and let them know why. 
Children respond to such things more 


tban- many suppose. 
If they are made to understand that a noisy Fourth. 


is not necessarily a patriotic nor an enjoyable Fourth, that they can have 
a good time, and perhaps prevent terrible accidents by helping forward 
the new Fourth, that they, because they understand these things, ought 
to take a stand for them in order to show other children who do not under- 
stand, a little army of recruits can quickly bo raised for a sane Fourth, 
Instead of defiant, disobedient, or sullen youngsters, forbidden to cele- 
brate in tho old way. 


The spirit of the sane Fourth can be tucked away, too, into the menus 


of the day, whether they be fostive luncheons, elaborate dinners, or picnic 
baskets. 
A preponderance oi cakes and candies and other sweets, and 


Jlzzy drinks is sure to produce that is-life-worth-livlng feeling. While one 
can end tho day at peace with himself and the world by sane eating. This ia 
particularly true of the children. And if a mother does not want a cross, 
quarrelsome bunch of youngsters on her hands at night, she wants a sane 
Fourth in tho picnic basket. 
Trains and trolleys on Fourth of July nights 


are usually a picture of cross, disgrun;:ed humanity. The things every- 
body has been eating, drinking and munching all day have more to do 
with this condition than anything else. 
And it is all unnecessary. 


Sanity, too, should be carried into the clothes for the celebration, espe- 


cially for the little folks. 
Don't put on their best things, if this means 


that they will be continually told not to do this, that, or the other because 
they will spoil their clothes. 
Put on simple, washable togs that they can 


romp In and get soiled, even torn without serious loss. Continual nagging 
at a child about his clothes is bad for his temper. 
And a Jolly day will 


mean more to him than having been stylishly dressed. 


The Fourth is perhaps our greatest national holiday. And it should 


Yet as one studios the weary, home-going 
frowds, one does not always see In their countenances the content with a 
day well spont that should be expressed there. 
One soes often weariness 


and disappointment, sometimes worse than this, when some tragic accident 
ban brought bittor grlof. 


And yot, a little thoughtful planning for a sane Fourth In every par- 


ticular will do much to pro von t both discontent of tho spirit and dlsoom- 
fjjrt of tho body. And fie day may bocome a pleasant memory and no? 
•h irritating regret.

COUD1NG to the ideas that ex- 


isted when I was a boy, tho 
celebration of the Fourth of 
July without an Inordlna'e 


a mount of noise would not have been 
deemed a proper observance of the 
day. Of course as a byproduct of that 
annual display of patriotism a certain 
number of persons Invariably lost their 
lives through their own carelessness or 
that of somebody else, and a still lar- 
ger number of Individuals sacrificed 
various portions of their anatomy In 
their efforts to show proper respect to 
the nation and the nation's heroes 
upon this great national holiday. 


Personally I am glad to see that the 


day of the noisy and dangerous Fourth 
is rapidly drawing to a close. 
It is 


true that we still have fireworks and 
all sorts of explosive toys with which 
children may blow out their lives or 
secure an attack of lockjaw with the 
smallest possible difficulty, and yet at 
the same time the signs of the times 
Indicate very clearly that it will not 
be many years before all American 
municipalities will follow the example 
of 
Springfield. Mass., and 
Detroit, 


Mich., by giving their children a dif- 
ferent means of observing Independ- 
ence day. 


In the smaller towns and cities this 


change in the public sentiment is far 
more noticeable than in some of the 
larger places, but when the tide has 
turned as conspicuously as it has to- 
day there can be little doubt as to tbe 
nature of the final results. 


Fifteen or twenty years ago It would 


not hare been possible for any body of 
.city fathers to have undertaken to 
have suppressed the noise of the chil- 
dren on tbe Fourth of July. The chil- 
dren would have been up in arms in 
no time, and even the parents would 
hare declined to stand for such an in- 
novation. 
Gradually, however, the 


work of the daily newspapers in ex- 
ploiting the horrible chapters of acci- 
dents has had its effect. 
People be-

The fact that we are actually begin- 


ning to realize this truth after all 
these years indicates that—as I bavq 
said—the day of the noisy Fourth will 
soon be over, and I am certain that, 
with tbe possible exception of the fire- 
works manufacturers, nobody will be 
sorry. We shall still continue to cele- 
brate the Fourth—there is no doubt as 
to that—and we will celebrate it more 
enjoyably if we make it, as several 
cities are doing this year, an occasion 
of innocent amusements rather than a 
day of incalculable dangers.

In view of his conspicuous services 


for liberty, not only in the United 
States, but In all North and South 
America, the memory of .Tames Mon- 
roe has been much neglecte.l by his 
countrymen. 
He played the chief part 


In negotiating the Louisiana purchase 
•lid in obtaining Florida; he was in- 
strumental in bringing about the war 
of 1812 and was the most conspicuous 
Mingle factor, not excepting Madisou, 
In prosecuting it to a bucce^sful con- 
clusion. 
He brought about the re-

lease of Mme. Lafayette and Thomas 
Paine from French prisons. lie pro- 
tected the freedom of the South Ameri- 
can republics from threatened attack 
by a European alliance and shielded 
the independence of these countries 
permanently 
by the famous Monroe 


doctrine. 
He so allayed party spirit 


that his administration was known as 
the "era of good feeling." 
He was an 


ardent patriot who stood for the rule 
of the people and the rights of man. 
His character was so pure that Jeffer- 
son said it "could be turned wrong side 
out without showing a blemish to the 
world." 


l*erhaps one reason Monroe has nev- 


er received due credit is that he had 
no especial brilliancy either as writer 
or speaker. 
Mere fluency of words, 


ttowever, does not constitute great- 
ness. Monroe was great in the purity 
of his character, in his unerring in- 
stincts for" siding with public good aa 
against private interest and in his in- 
tuitave perception of things that would 
grow to future importance. In their 
Influence on posterity what events 
were more momentous than the Loui- 
siana purchase and the promulgation 
of the Monroe doc trine t 


Th« claim made by some shallow 


and ill informed students that John 
Quincy Adams wrote the Monroe doc- 
trine is the most arrant nonsense. 
This Is on a par with the idea that 
Alexander Hamilton wrote Washing- 
ton's farewell address. Neither claim, 
Is true. Both documents were inspir- 
ed and probably were actually writteu 
by the men whose names they bear. 
President Monroe had long held the 
Views expressed in the Monroe doc- 
trine. They were essentially in keep- 
ing with his policy and his other aots- 
Those were too broad find farroacli- 
Ing for John Quincy Adams. 
As a 


matter of fact, Adams is a much over- 
rated man, while Monroe has bacu un- 
derrated. 


How long1 mankind requires to ap- 


preciate its true benefactors! It toot 
centuries for any great portion of the 
world to accept the Prince of Pence. 
It was many years before Greece liad 
«ven a faint realization of the great- 
ness of Socrates and Plato. 
Galilei 


waited for a later age to know his 
worth. 


The day is coming nnd is not far 


distant when the group of early patri- 
ots who favored a people's government, 
including such 
men as 
Benjamin 


Franklin, Thomas Paino. Thomas .Tef- 
lersou. James j^ndison, James Monroo, 
Patrick lloiirj' Samuel Adams and 
•George Mason, will become the patron 
saints of a new school of liberty. Their 
concepts of a true republic nre as vital 
today as they were a century ago. 
They fire the ones who romnlnet! loyal 
to the spirit of the Declaration of 'in 
dependence. 
The future, which is to 


be redodieated to the liberty for which 
they stood, will do j u s t u e to those 
men. just as society finally has done 
Justice to its other benefactors, even 
tbougb it was centuries after their 
den In. 


Monroe was one of the whitest and 


truest souls in the group. 
Me never 


swerved in his fealty to tho cause of 
the people. 
Whether in France or 


America, he stood unfalteringly for his 
Itrtnciples. He opposed what he con 


Bldeivd Washington's reactionary aiid 
monarchical tendencies and even went 
again->t his best triond. Madison, when 
lie thought Madison was being led too 
ninch In the direction oi centralized 
gov eminent 
Monroe joined Patrick 


Heniy and George- Mason In uxhUug

can^e ho thought it opposed to the 
rights of the people. Though Virginia 
twpted the constitution, it turned 
iowii Madison, the champion of that 
Instalment, and elected Monroe to the 
senate. 


James Monroe was born In West- 


moreland county. Va., April 28, 1758 
He studied for a time in the Col 
legc of William and Mary, but in 1770 
became a lieutenant in a Virginia regi 
mcnt in the Kevolutionary war. 
He 


was in the battles of Harlem Heights 
and White Plains and especially dis- 
tinguished himself in the battle of 
Trenton, where he was wounded. He 
then became a major on the staff of 
Lord Stirling, serving in the battles of 
Brandywine, Germantown and Mon- 
mouth. 
Because of the fact that he 


bad acted as staff officer he was shut 
off from further promotion, and after 
failing to raise a regiment in Virginia 
he left the army. Thomas Jefferson 
was then governor of Virginia, and 
under him Monroe took up the study 
of law. 
During the Invasion of Vir- 


ginia, however, he had an active part 
in raising the militia and gained the 
title of lieutenant colonel. In 1782 he 
was elected to the Virginia legislature 
nnd was also appointed a member of 
the executive council. 


In 1783 Monroe entered congress, 


where be advocated an extension of 
the powers of the body, which proved 
a first step toward the formation of 
the constitution. In 1780 he retired 
from congress and again was elected 
a member of the Virginia legislature, 
In which capacity in 1788 he opposed 
the constitution that was finally adopt- 
ed on the ground that it was undemo- 
cratic and gave too much power to 
the courts, which were removed too 
far from the people. In 1790 he was 
elected to the United States senate 
and served till 1794, when he was 
made minister to France. 


Monroe reached France while the 


French revolution was still in prog- 
ress and was enthusiastic in his ex- 
pressions of approval of the friends of 
liberty. This gave offense to Wash- 
ington, »nd Monroe waa recalled after 
two years. When he returned to this 
country he wrote a defense of his con- 
duct, which received the enthusiastic 
approval of the people of Virginia, 
who In 1799 elected ium governor of 
the state. 


In 
1S03 President Jefferson sent 


Monroe to France to negotiate the 
Louisiana purchase, and after that 
was carried to a successful conclusion 
the president commissioned him min- 
ister to England. A short time later 
he went on a diplomatic errand to 
Spain, after which he returned to Eng- 
land and negotiated a treaty which 
was the occasion of another contro- 
versy and resulted in Momoe's recall. 
Again he defended bis conduct in a 
pamphlet, and again Virginia showed 
her approval by electing him governor. 
He served in this office but a short 
time, however, when President Madi- 
son appointed him secretary of state. 
In this position he did much to pre- 
cipitate the war with England, which 
he was largely instrumental in bring-

/ Babylon and Between the Captivity 
of Fleshly'Israel and the Captivity of 
Spiritual Israel—Addrete at Seattle. 


Seattle, Wash., 


July 2.—Bible Stu- 
dents and the pub- 
lic in great num- 
bers heard Pastor 
Kussell here today. 
We report one of 
his discourses on 
the "Two 
Baby- 


Ions"—-one Literal 
and the other Mys- 
tical. He took no 
specific text, but 
relied wholly upon 
Bible testimony, 


quoting the same frequently. He said 
lu part:— 


For centuries Bible Students have 


observed that many of the strong ex- 
pressions of the Old Testament re- 
specting Babylon found their parallels 
in the New Testament, used in respect 
to Mystic Babylon. Many of these 
statements of the Old Testament seem 
far too vivid and too strong to be ap- 
plied to Literal Babylon. Hence it was 
surmised that Mystic Babylon was 
more particularly referred to than the 
Literal. It was noticed also that as 
Israel and Judah went into captivity 
to Literal Babylon, so apparently the 
Book of Revelation teaches that Spir- 
itual Israel would have drastic experi- 
ences in a captivity to Mystic or Sym- 
bolic "Babylon the Great, the Mother 
of Harlots" (Revelation xril, 5). 


Within, the past fifty years, under 


the blighting influence of the Evolu- 
tion theory and the destructive Higher 
Criticism of the Bible, these parallels 
have been lost sight of. Indeed, aside 
from International Sunday School les- 
sons, Bible study has been very large- 
ly neglected, even in theological semi- 
naries. And the Sunday School les- 
sons, under the guidance of worldly 
wisdom, have sought to avoid every- 
thing except the "milk of the Word" 


, (the simple doctrines) to avoid contro- 
j versies. 
I 
Only very recently is true Bible study 


being revived in conjunction with the 
International Bible Students Associa- 
tion, a branch of which I have the 
honor to address today. We may well 
congratulate each other, dear friends, 
that In God's providence we have es- 
caped the faith-destroying influence of 
Higher Criticism and Evolution. We 
may well congratulate ourselves also 
nu the degree of liberty we have at- 
tained in the study of God's Word- 
freedom from the confusing creeds 
manufactured for us in a darker age- 
freedom from some of the rank super- 
stitions and false theories which, for a 
time, fettered our reason nnd made 
the Divine Plan to appear ignoble—un- 
worthy of a just and loving man, much 
more of an All-Wise, Just and Loving 
Creator. 


Great Babylon of Old. 


Briefly we remind you that ancient 


Babylon was built on the river Eu- 
phrates; that she had impregnable 
walls; th.it the river ran through the 
midst of the city, and the great gates 
of brass spanned the river as a pro- 
tection against assaults of nn enemy 
from that quarter. The name of the 
city was attached to a large area of 
country outside of it, for which It 
served as the capital. Indeed, at its 
zenith Babylon was mistress of the 
then civilized world—the first Uni- 
versal Empire. 


We remind you of the captivity, first 


of the ten tribes of Israel, and later 
on of the remaining two tribes or king- 
dom tailed Jud.ili. 
The method of 


Babylon was to scatter the Israelites 
amongst the Babylonians, and through 
their earthly interests to amalgamate 
them as part and parcel of Babylonia. 
This condition of things lasted until 
the fall of Babylon before its con- 
queror, Cyrus 


The General g.iined his victory in a 


remarkable manner, while the Baby- 
lonians, assured of their security, were 
revelling at a b.mquet. Although the 
crisis came suddenly, the preparation 
had been long in progress 
The sol- 


diers of Cyrus, under his direction, 
hart digged a c.ina! of considerable 
depth ready to dr.iln off the water of 
the river as soon ;is the necessary con- 
nection was made. When the canal 
was in readiness the connection with 
the river was speedily made and the 
water flowed r.ipldly into the new 
channel, leaving the bed of the river 
under the great brazen gate«, on both 
tides of the clt\. an open roadway, 
through which marched the nnny of 
Cyrus. 
Ruddonh. nt an unexpected 


moment, the boastful city, the proud 
Babylon, was ca] tured. 


Then If was t'int Cyrus, the victo- 


tlous general, ga^ e the command which 
granted liberty 1" every Israelite car- 
ried captive thM'iAT. to return to his 
r>\vn land. Additi' nally, assistance wns 
rendered to nil " ho desired to return,

Antitypieal or Myttie Babylon. 


The Book of Revelation, the book of 


symbols, the last message of our us- , 
tended 
Redeemer 
to 
His Church ! 


through the Apostle John, was written i 
long centuries after literal Babylon 
perished. Its reference to Babylon, | 
therefore, can be viewed only in the 
light of symbolism. A.s already sug- 
gested, muny of the prophetic utter- 
ances seem far too strong to be ap- 
plied to literal Bain Ion and her full. 


Indeed, while speaking directly of 


Babylon and her full at the hands of 
the JMedes and Persians under Cyrus, 
the prophecies speak of the end of this 
Age and of world-wide calamities in- 
cidental to the overthrow of every in- 
stitution contrary to the Divine will, 
preparatory to the inauguration of 
Messiah's Kingdom. 


I request that at your convenience 


you read Isaiah xlii, 1-19, in continua- 
tion of what I have said. I recom- 
mend further that you compare Jere- 
miah 1. 15, 29, with. Revelation xviii, 6, 
and Jeremiah 1, 38, with Revelation 
xvl, 12, and the 46th verse with Reve- 
lation xvill, 9. Compare also Jeremiah 
11, 6-9, with Revelation xviii, 4; and 
verse 13 of Jeremiah li with Revela- 
tion xvii, 1-15; and verses 37, 63, 64 
with Revelation xvlii, 2, 4, 21. 


No one can make these comparisons, 


1 believe, and not feel fully convinced 
that the Holy Spirit dictating through 
Isaiah and Jeremiah was the same 
Holy Spirit which guided St. John 
through the Apocalyptic vision. 
Nor 


can such students escape the conclu- 
sion that the force of the prophecies 
apply specially 
to Mystic Babylon 


rather than to the literal city and 
country. 
As one section of literal 


Babylon fell before another, so Reve- 
lation predicts it will be with Mystic 
Babylon. 
As Literal Babylon ruled 


over the whole world, so Mystic Baby- 
lon is represented as ruling the civiliz- 
ed world, and heuce the entire world. 


As the lords of Babylon were made 


drunk by wine which they drank from 
the golden vessels captured from the 
temple at Jerusalem, so Mystic Baby- 
lon, represented by a woman, is said 
to make all nations drunk with the 
wine, or doctrine, which she gives 
them out of the golden cup which she 
holds in her hand. As Literal Babylon 
fell by the drying up of the waters of 
the Euphrates, so Revelation tells us 
that Mystic Babylon sits upon the sym- 
bolic Euphrates, and that the way of 
the kings of the East shall be prepared 
by the drying up of those waters 
(Revelation xvi, 12). 


Similarly, we are assured, Mystic 


Babylon's end shall come suddenly, "in 
one hour." Like a great millstone she 
shall be cast into the sea to rise no 
more. As the literal Israelites were in- 
vited to leave Babylon the literal, and 
were helped so to do, but only a few 
responded, so spiritual Israelites are 
urged to leave Mystic Babylon in 
which they have been in captivity, but 
only a comparatively small number 
have a sufficiency of courage, love and 
sseal to respond at the first—others will 


' be delivered after her collapse. Now, 
however, the message is, "Babylon is 


j fallen, is fallen [sentenced to fall]. 
Come out of her. my people, that ye 
be not partakers of her sins, and that 
ye receive not of her plagues" (Revela- 
tion xviii, 2-5). 


Where I* Mystic Babylon? 


No student can examine the records 


without astonishment and a realization 
that Mystic Babylon must be some 
great, influential system of great power 
in the world during this Gospel Age, 
and especially at its close. 
The very 


prominence given, to Babylon, both in 
prophecy and in Revelation, warns 
God's people that if they have not yet 
| found Babylon they should seek for 


her. 
For so great an institution us 


made all nations drunk with her false 
doctrine must be very prominent, in- 
deed, to those who were made so un- 
der the influence of the stupefying 
draft from her cup. 


Indeed, the intimation is that the 


•whole, civilized world will be so intoxi- 
cated with the false teaching of Baby- 
lon as to be completely under her influ- 
ence. And when she falls it is psirtlcu- 
' larly explained that all the great, the 
| rkh, the mighty, the influential of 
earth will mourn the catastrophe of her 
fall. Only the saintly few will rocognixe 
its true import and rejoice; as we read, 
"Alas! that great city that was clothed 
in fine linen and purple and scarlet, 
and decked with gold and precious 
stones and pearls! For in one hour so 
great riches is come to naught. * * * 
What city is like unto this great city! 
And they cast dust on their heads and 
cried, weeping and wailing, saying, 
Alas, alas, that great city!" (Revela- 
tion xvili, 10-1!)). 


But, 
on the contrary, another class 


rejoices, as we read: 


"Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and 


ye Holy Apostles and Prophets; for 
God bath avenged you on her. And I 
heard a voice of much people in heav- 
en, saying, Alleluia! 
SaHatinn, und 


glory, and honor, and power, unto tin- 
Lord our God, for true and righteous 
arc Ills Judgments; for He hath judged 
the great Harlot which did corrupt 
the earth with her fornication, and 
hath avenged the blood of His serv- 
ants at her hand" (Revelation xvlii, 20, 
and xlx, 1, 2). 


It seems very clear, my dear broth 


ren, that many of us werv oin-o part 
nnd parcel of this great Babylon this 
great system of confusion by which 
the r>ivlne character has boon *n tra 
duced through misinterpretations of 
Ihe r>lvlne Word 
I am awi-re that 


Catholics declare that Protestants are 
Oils Babylon system: and I am aware 
:hat Protestants Haini that Cntholics 
ire this Bnbylon system. 


To my understanding of the Divine 


Word, both are right! Babylon is the I 


Mother system and the various sects! 
of Protestantism are the daughters, 
aud the uuuie Babylon is a family 
name. It belongs to the mother sys- 
tem first, aad to all the daughters of 
the system now, as well. Improper as- 
sociation with the world, its govern- 
ments and systems, is a crime to which 
they are parties. The "daughters" | 
have followed the example of the 
"mother," and more or less are coining 
toack into sympathy with her in all 
particulars. None of them hu\ e uiuiu- i 
tallied the proper attitude of virginity 
and separateness from the world. 


"I Speak Not Unkindly." 


Do not misunderstand me. / lelteve 


that there are true xaiiits of God in all 
the various parts of Christendom— 
mother and daughters. 
I do not even 


charge nor believe that those who have 
upheld and are upholding the various 
sections of Babylou have au evil in- 
tention; I believe that they are thor- 
oughly "drunk," Intoxicated with their 
own erroneous theories. The fall of 
their present institutions will be a 
startling blow to them, for they verily 
believe themgto be Christ's Kingdom— 
and style them such—Christendom. 


The fall of Babylon will astonish the 


entire world, so complete is the illusion 
that Christendom represents the throne 
and government of Messiah amongst 
men. 
And, be it remembered, the vast 


majority in all the various sects and 
denominations of 
Christendom are 


worldly people who have no concep- 
tion whatever of the true Church and 
her cause. 
Their ambition is to ap- 


proximate righteousness and a form 
of godliness, but no more than this 
seems to them necessary; more would 
be irrational, unreasonable, since they 
have not been begotten of the Holy 
Spirit and therefore cannot appreciate 
things from the Divine standpoint. 


To them the fall of Babylon at first 


Is astounding, a perplexity, but will 
work no real injury, because the reign 
of Babylon over the earth will be 
superseded by the reign of the New 
Jerusalem—the Kingdom of God's dear 
Son. The most saintly of God's people 
will hear the voice of Divine com- 
mand, "Come out of her, My people," 
and will obey it before the fall comes; 
but a large number, even of the Lord's 
people, lacking courage, will share 
with Babylon the troubles of that hour. 


Subsequently, however, they will 


rejoice and be glad when they realize 
the Justice of the Divine execution 
against Babylon, and to them will 
come, as an inferior company, an in- 
vitation to attend the "marrage supper 
of the Lamb." Their honorable posi- 
tion will be that of bridesmaids to 
the still more faithful and courageous 
"little flock," who will be accounted 
worthy to be the Bride class and to 
sit with the Redeemer in His throne. 
Then speedily will follow the loug- 
promised Times of Restitution to the 
world of mankind, for which wo pray, 
"Thy Kingdom come. Thy will be do..j 
on earth, as K U C -ne in heaven." 


"Thy Kingdom Come." 


As God and His glory and honor are 


to be first in the minds of His children, 
so their next thought should be for the 
glorious Kingdom, which He has prom- 
ised shall bless the world. However 
much our own personal interests and 
affairs may be pressing upon us, and 
however much we may desire to have 
the Lord's blessing and guidance in 
them, they are not to outrank our ap- 
preciation of His beneficent arrange- 
ments which He has so clearly prom- 
ised in His Word. We are to remem- 
ber that the Kingdom, when it shall 
come, will be a panacea for every 111 
and every trouble, not only for us, but 
for the whole world of mankind. We 
are not, therefore, to permit our own 
personal needs to be too prominent, 
but are to remember that the whole 
creation is groaning and travailing in 
pain together, waiting for this glo- 
rious Kingdom and the blessing upon 
all the families of the earth, which our 
Heavenly Father has promised shiJll 
yet come through the Seed of Abraham. 


This thought respecting the King- 


dom, 
its necessity, and the blessings 


that it will bring will keep prominently 
before our minds our own high calling 
to joint-helrhhip with our Lord in this 
Kingdom. And in proportion a<< that 
hope is clearly before our tuinds It will 
be, us the Apostle explain*, as "an an- 
chor to our souls, sure and steadfast, 
entering into that which is within the 
vail." This anchorage of hope in thi» 
future, In the Kingdom, will enable 
us to pass safely, and with compara- 
tive quiet, through tho trials and 
storms and difficulties of this present 
evil 
world. More than 
this, 
our 


thoughts respecting the Kingdom will 
remind us that if we are to be heirs of 
the Kingdom It will be necessary that 
we- havo the appropriate discipline and 
training. 
"Thy Will Be Done on Earth, as It It 


Done In Heaven."
